Since yesterday, the 
enemy's movement hart indicated an 
intention to cut off our left wing, and 
today they attacked our front. 


"Our advance posts retreated, as they 


were fighting against 
very superior 


numbers, and took up a position 
in 


front of our rig-ht wing. 


"An artillery duel ensued along the 


extensive lino. The enemy's infantry 
advanced in perfect 
order at three 


points and in largo numbers, but they 
were speedily checked by our infantry. 


"The respective losses are as yet. un- 


known. The crown prince took a very 
active ]wrt in the combat, and ad- 
vanced 
within range of the Turkish 


fire, greatly inspiring the men. Prince 
Nicholas was equally 
active at 
the 


right wing, and directed the fire ol his 
battery against the Turkish batteries. 
His coolness greatly encouraged 
the 


troops. 


"Wo will mainta'a our positions in- 


tact, and the'Engagement will certainly, 
be continued. We calculate that about 
15,000 Turks attacked our right wing."

Tobacco !»n Essential. 


In a general order issued recently the 


president virtually recognizes tobacco 
as an article essential to the well being 
aiul sustenance of the soldier in times 
of great exertion, aa well as in times of 
peace and routine. The order, which 
emanates from the war department, 
reads as follows: 


"Under the authority vested in him 


by section 1146, revised statutes, the 
president hereby establishes an emer- 
gency ration for troopa operating for 
short periods under circumstances which 
require them to depend upon supplies 
carried upon their persons. Its compo- 
nent parts are as follows: Bacon, 10 
ounces; hard bread, 16 ounces; pea meal, 
4 ounces, or an equivalent in approved 
material for making soup; coffee, roast- 
ed and ground, 2 ounces, or tea, half an 
onnce; saccharin, 4 grains; salt, .64 
ounce; pepper, .4 ounce; tobacco, half an 
ounce." 


The secretary of war directs that this 


emergency ration be resorted to only on 
occasions arising in active operations 
when the use of the regularly establish- 
ed ration may be impracticable; that, 
although its nutritive qualities permit 
its use on half allowance, it will not be 
so used except in cases of overruling ne- 
cessity and never for a longer period 
than ten days, and that not more than 
five days' emergency rations .be carried 
on the person at one time. 


By order of the secretary of war, the 


subsistence 
department will provide 


tough paraffin paper for wrapping tho 
bacon; will furnish hard bread in grease- 
proof packages the pea meal in cylin- 
drical packages, and the coffee, tea, 
saccharin, salt, pepper and tobacco in 
suitable packages.—Washington Star.

Major General Miles' Thrilling Encounter 


, 
WitH Lamo Dcnr. 


Probably the closest, call General 


Miles ever hud in all his experience us 
on Indian fighter was that in his en- 
counter with Lame Deer. It was in 
1877, when hs was still a colonel, dux- 
ing his campaign against the Sioux and 
other hostile tribes iu the northwest. 
Lame Deer and his outlaws had linen 
making trouble iu Dakota, and Colonel 
Milt';s raided their village. He tells tho 
rest of the story iu his personal recolk-c • 
tions thus: 
"In the surprise aud excitement of 


the wild onset of the charge a group of 
warriors was forced away from the rest. 
Before making the attack T. had ordered 
our Sioux aud Cheyenne Indians to call 
out to the Laine Deer Indians that if 
they threw down their amis aud sur- 
rendered we would spare their lives. As 
we galloped up to this group of warriors 
they apparently recognized the purport 
of the demand aud dropped their arms 
on the ground. In order to assure them 
of our good will I called out, '' How 
liow-kola'r (meaning friend), and ex- 
tended my hand to the chief, Lame Deer, 
which he grasped, and iu u few seconds 
more I would have secured him. and the 
others, as, although he was wild and 
trembling with excitement, my adju- 
tant, George W. Baird, was doing the 
same with tho head warrior, Iron Star. 
'' Unfortnmately just at that time cue 


of our white scouts rode up and joined 
the group of officers arid soldiers with 
rue. 
He had more enthusiasm than dis- 


cretion and, I presume, desired to insure 
my safety, as he drew up his rifle aud 
covered the Indian with it. Lame Deer 
saw this and evidently thought the 
young scout was going to shoot him. I 
know of no other motive for his subse- 
quent act than the belief that he was to 
be killed whether he surrendered or uot. 


As quick as thought, with one des- 


perate, powerful effort, he wrenched his 
hand from mine, although I tried to 
hold it, and grasped his rifle from the 
ground, rail backward a few steps, rais- 
ed his rifle to his eye and fired. Seeing 
his determined face, his set jaw, wild 
eye and the open muzzle of his rifle, I 
realized my danger and instantly whirl- 
ed my horse from him, aud iu this quick 
movement the horse slightly settled back 
upon hie haunches. At that moment tho 
rifle flashed within ten feet of me, the 
bullet whizzed past my breast, leaving 
me unharmed, but unfortunately killing 
a brave soldier near my side.'' 


Naturally the whole scattered band 


of Indians was instantly wiped out by a 
close and deadly fire from the soldiers. 
The incident is typical of the whole 
series of Indian campaigns in which 
General Miles figured in the last quarter 
of a century.

The Popular ./Esthetics of Color. 


While blue is pre-eminently and over- 


whelmingly the masculine favorite, it 
is by no means so general a feminine 
favorite. The favorite woman's color, 
standing at the head of the female list, 
is reel. Roughly speaking, of every 30 
masculine votes 10 would be for blue 
aud 3 for red, while of every 30 femi- 
nine votes 4 would bo for blue and 5 for 
red. Red aud blue are thus much more 
nearly equally popular among women 
than among men. 
Other relatively 


marked masculine preferences are for 
the colors related to blue (blue violet 
and violet), and other feminine prefer- 
ences are for lighter red (or pink) and, to 
a less extent, for green and yellow. 
Further, men confine their selections to 
relatively fewer colors than do women, 
and, finally, while all men and women 
alike are much more apt to choose a 
normal than a transitional color and a 
darker than a lighter shade, yet the tend- 
ency to do so (about the same in the 
former direction) is markedly different 
in the latter respect. Of 12 men 10 would 
choose among the darker colors and only 
2 among the lighter for the most pleas- 
ing color, while of 12 women 7 would 
choose among the darker and 5 among

Articles Taken From the Kalns, Have 
Been Photographed — Arrangement* For 
the Funerals of the Unfortunates Who 
Perished In the 1'aris Deathtrap. 
Paris, 'May 6.— A somhre feeling per- 


vades every class of society. The news- 
papers, without exception, describe the 
disaster at the Grand Bazaar de Gharite 
in the sober and simple terms befitting 
so appalling an event. 


The catastrophe -will always be re- 


membered as one of the most fearful 
that ever befell a European city: 


In 
aristocratic circles the number- 


less dinner parties and other functions 
were suddenly abandoned. 


It is now estimated that there were 


about 1,200 persons in the building 
when the 
"fire was discovered, about 


one-half of "whom escaped 
unhurt. 


Some estimates place the number of 
dead at 143, others at a still -higher 
figure. 


The amount of administrative negli- 


gence surrounding the catastrophe is 
almost inconceivable. The structure 
Tva» so combustible that \piany of the 
victims, if not most of them, must 
have been burned alive without suffo- 
cation. 'No sort of inspection seems to 
have been made in advance by the 
municipal or police authorities.

Opens the Debate. 
Washington, May 6.—The senate by 


the vote of 43 to 26 refused to ratify 
the general arbitration treaty between 
the United States and Great 
Britain 


negotiated by Secretary Olney and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. 
The rules of the 


senate require a majority of two-thirds 
for the ratification of treaties. Hence 
four more 'affirmative votes would have 
been required to secure a favorable re- 
sult. Nineteen senators 
did not re- 


spond. The vote was preceded by a 
short, spirited debate, introduced by 
Senator Mills of Texas, who made a 
strong appeal to the senate against 


j ratifying the agreement. He asserted 
that as amended the document was 
most objectionable, not to say contra- 
dictory in terms.
